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Arsonist’s second try 
levels barn 


A determined arsonist succeeded in 
his second attempt to burn a barn on 
Federal Street in Wilmington on Mon- 
day night. 

The fire occurred on the farm of 
Mr. and Mrs. David Jones of 200 
Federal Street. The fire destroyed 
the barn, a slaughterhouse, and half-of 
another shed. All that remains of the 
first two buildings is smoking timbers 
and the foundations. 

Fire fighters responded to a fire at 
the rear of the barn at 8:16 p.m. It 
was~quickly extinguished, and they 
retufned to quarters at 8:50 p.m. 

‘They were summoned again at 1:12 
a.m., and this time there was no 
chance of saving the barn. Deputy 
Chief Dan Wandell said” that no 
amount of water could have saved it. 
He said that the fire fighters did well 
to save the house, which was hosed 
down continuously during the fire 

Mutual aid was summoned, and 
Reading responded with Engine 4 and 
Tewksbury with Engine 2

Mrs. Jones said that the barn had 
contained several sleighs, a doctor's 
buggy, and’a buckboard. A boat-was 
stored in the slaughterhouse. She said 
that there were no animals on the 
farm. They had kept horses and sheep 
until about two years ago. 

‘Lawrence Swain, who conducted a 
butcher business from that barn about 
75 years ago, was, among other 
things, a Moderator of the Wilmington 
town meeting on a number of oc- 
casions during a decade or two 

He bought cattle, from New 
Hampshire, slaughtered the cattle in 
the barn, and sold cuts of meat to in- 
dividual tradesmen, who, with horse 
and wagon left each morning to sell in 
the suburban Boston communities. It 
is a matter ofrecord that 25 or more 
wagons left each morning, each to its, 
own sales route. Most of the wagons 
sold in Lynn and environs. 
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He said the proposed complex con- 
tains two major divisions: ap- 
proximately 25 acres which will be 
developed for active recreational use 
with playing fields, a picnic area and 
a playground and 65 acres which will 
be preserved as a conservation area 
with 2.2 miles of trails for hiking, 
jogging, “Cross-country skiing or 
horseback riding.

Under a ‘‘Self-Help” program, the 
state will reimburse towns for up to 
half the cost of land purchased by 
them for conservation purposes.

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Paul Bova said the Commission had 
chosen the Salem Street site for a 
number of reasons.

Half a dozen years ago the Congress 
of the United States voted a law call- 
ing for Environmental Impact 
Staterhents (E.1.S) before any major 
construction or reconstruction of 
highways was undertaken, in the 
United States. One of the first victims 
of that vote was a proposed alter- 
native highway, around Wilmington 
Square, called at that time Alter- 
native Route 129. 

The late Rep. Fred F. Cain was the 
active proponent for that route. He 
had money appropriated. He had the 
roadway surveyed. Plans were ready, 
and bids were about to be called for. 
The EIS, voted by Congress, killed 
that work. 

Tuesday noontime the Chamber of 
Commerce and guests listened to 
Highway Engineer Walter Gustafson, 
as he reviewed the various options 
that have arisen from a long series of 
studies and surveys. About 30 persons 
were present, in the directors room of 
Sweetheart Plastics, which firm was 
acting as the host. Mr. Gustafson was 
introduced by State Representative 
James Miceli. 

Gustafson discussed at length the 
four “alternatives” as they are call- 
ed, and principally “‘Alternative No 
6" and “‘Alternative No. 15." The two 
others, No. 10 and the ‘‘no build” were 
also discussed, but more briefly. 


An informal vote was held after the 
discussion. One member of, the 
chamber voted for No. 15. Twenty-

Butters Row 
will be 
closed again 


‘The Butters Row bridge was opened 
for traffic Monday at 1 p.m. It will 
not remain open long. 

Representative James Miceli in 
formed the Town Crier a week ago 
that the State Department of Public 
Works was planning to cut the bridge 
within 10 days of the time it was 
recompleted, in order to put in new 
stringers, and new planks. 

Town Manager Sterling Morris in- 
formed the selectmen Monday night 
that the officials of the MBTA and the 
B&M railroad have indicated they 
plan to begin work on the bridge 
reconstruction within two to three 
weeks. 

The intention is not only to replank 
the bridge, but to raise it in elevation. 
‘The B&M has a goal of having a 20 foot 
clearance, for all bridges along its 
right-of-way, this to conform with 


MBTA thinking about transportation

Morris estimated that, once the 
bridge is closed, it will remain closed 
for six weeks, more or less. He said 
the town had “no choice” about the 
time the work would begin. He did 
add that he hoped to include the con- 
struction of the sewer across Butters 
Row in the same time that the bridge 
was being reconstructed. “‘Slide in 
the sewer” were the words of Mr. 
Morris. 

Selectman Rocco DePasquale asked 
if, when the work began, the town 
would send a bus to the Butters Row 
area, for junior high and senior high 
school pupils. No immediate answer 
was given to DePasquale. 

The observation was made, 
however, that an additional bus route, 
if needed would cost $38 a day.

The No Build, which was also barely 
discussed, was to leave the roads as 
they are. 

No. 15, which found only one sup- 
porter in the Chamber of Commerce 
group, would destroy many of the 
buildings in the Wilmington Square 
area. Church Street and Burlington 
Avenue would be widened, there 
would a new bridge over the railroad 
and there would be a viaduct along 
Main Street, over 900 feet long, 
stretching from Church Street to 
beyond the Wildcat Railroad 

No. 6, which was favored by most 
Chamber of Commerce members, and 
which was once called the Fred F. 


Cain route, goes back in history, Over_ 


half a century ago it had“been in- 
dependently proposed by two 
Wilmington residents, A. Chandler 
Manning, a landscape architect, and 
George Griffith. Rep. Cain took up 
the study when it was proposed in the 
1960s by Professor Eliot, consultant to 
the Wilmington Planning Board. 

The route as it is at this time differs 
from that proposed by Cain in a few 
essentials, due mainly to new homes 
having been constructed. This is par- 
tially true in the Washington Avenue 


Street. There is no answer he said, 
because the Boston & Maine had not 
made any decision about whether or 
not it will abandon that railroad track. 

If the track were to be abandoned 
there would be no need for a bridge. 

The first two parts to undergo con- 
struction, no matter what choice was 
made (other than the No Build) would 
be in the area of Wilmington Square 
and in the area of the Route 93\- 129 
cloverleaf, Gustafson said. Other 
construction would probably occur 
later, up to the year 2000. 

If the option was for No. 6, Lowell 
Street (Route 129) would become, 
eventually, a four lane highway. 
There would be a new crossroads at 
West Street, abandoning totally the 
present -West Street, which would 
become a minor road. There would be 
new construction, too, at Lucci's on 
Woburn Street, for a distance of 
perhaps 400 feet both east and west. 

Another problem which the 
engineers had to study was that of salt 
getting into the water supplied by the 
Town of Reading. The DPW salt pile, 
near the town line, is held to be 
responsible, and there is study now 
going on as to what the ultimate 
answer will be. 

The intersection of Route 93 and 
Route 129 will become a four way 


cloverleaf, no matter what route is 
chosen, and is scheduled to be one of 
the first parts of the project to be 
completed, 

In the No. 6 plan, at the junction of 
Main and Lowell streets, a new one- 
way traffic route would be designed, 
which would make Lowell Street a one 
way street for about 2800 feet. Cars 
going easterly, toward Route 93 would 
go via the present Main Street for 
about 750 feet, past the present 
Colonial Mall, and then cut over, on a 
new highway which would cross 
Canoe Swamp, Cross Street, the Yen- 
tile farm and then the Avco 
playground and tennis court. 

The Board of Directors of the 
Wilmington Chamber will meet in a 
‘week or so, President Marvin Weiner 
said, to vote on the position of the 
chamber, vis-a-vis the various op- 
tions. Undoubtedly it will be for No. 6, 
and meanwhile he said, the chamber 
will welcome additional imput from 
any source.

Police radio systems 


The Tewksbury town meeting 
tonight will probably vote on an arti- 
cle (No. 32) relative to a radio com- 
munications system for the police 
department of that town. Chief of 
Police John Sullivan, speaking of the 
importance of suctfia system, says it 
will tie the Tewksbury police in with 
the police of 21 communities. Police 
in other towns have said the same 
thing. They report the new system 
will provide faster radio com- 
munications, in an emergency. 

‘The cost to join Tewksbury into the 
system, at this time, will be $4,547.95, 
plus an additional $700 for telephone 
line rental 


For a total of $5,247.95 Tew! 's 
chief feels that Tewksbury can hav@a 
strong communication position, for 
emergencies. The adoption of Ar- 
ticles 32 and 33 are essential to this 
end. 

So far as is known, the TewkSbury 
Finance Committee has yet to take a 
stand on either article, but for 
Tewksbury to try to achieve in- 
dependently what is being done by 
other towns in conjunction would cost 
‘Tewksbury $40,000, this paper is told 

Experts in the field of radio com- 
munications are expected to be pre- 
sent at Tewksbury’s toen meeting, to 
help present the article. 


Mousetraps in Wilmington 


It is now {wo months since the town 
election in Wilmington and some 
things are becoming more interesting 

One of them is the way some people 
were mousetraped, in their endorse- 
ment of candidates 

Mousetrapping is a slang term 
which describes an ancient art, prac- 
ticed in both war and politics. 
Thucydides describes such practices 
in his History of the Pelopponesian 
War, way back in the early days of 
Greece. Generals Robert E. Lee and 
Stonewall Jackson mousetrapped Abe 
Lincoln in the spring of 1862, when 
Stonewall marched up the Shenandoah 
Valley, and Lincoln ordered.the army 
poised to aid in the capture of Rich- 
mond to the defense of Washington. 

A letter, signed by 10 or 12 people, 
appeared in the Town Crier on March 
first. It warned the voters to beware 
of last minute attempts at 
besmirching the candidates for whom 


almost standard tactics, in the 
Political world of Wilmington 

But the mousetrap in the letter was 
that some persons who signed were 
appointees to town office. 

Those who were not, and those who 
had been elected to town office were 
not mousetrapped, but those who 
were appointed now have to worry 
about re-appointment. 

For the last minute letter, which 
was written and mailed out, was in 
favor of the candidates for whom the 
letter in the Town Crier was written. 

The opposition candidates did 
nothing to stir up the mud. The 
friends of the 10 or 12 persons who 
signed that letter did. And the opposi- 
tion candidates, who were elected by 
the town, still have to come to grips 
with the issue - namely: Why re- 
appoint people who wrote that kind of 
a letter?

Residency rule trips taxi license 


The Wilmington Board of Selectmen 
Monday night discovered that the 
board may have erred in a vote taken 
in December. 

In December of 1977, they approved 
an application for a license to operate 
a taxi business in the town of 
Wilmington. The petitioner was a 
Billerica resident, John Salivato, who 
is already operating a taxi business in 
that town 

Monday night, as they prepared to 
sign the document and make It of- 
ficiql, Joseph Balestrieri, owner of 
Joe’s Taxi in Wilmington, took the 
floor to remind the selectmen of a 
town regulation which states that taxi 
licenses will only be granted to 
Wilmington residents. 

The regulation, instituted in 1954, is 
not a bylaw, but an order of the board 
of selectmen 

Its validity, Balestrieri said, was 
tested at least once, five years ago, 
when he attempted to sell his business 
to an out-of-town resident. Because of 
the regulation, he said, he was unable 
to do so 

Last year, however, selectmen 
issued a license to Spinelli's Taxo Co. 
Spinelli, at that time lived in 
Tewksbury. He no longer does 
business in Wilmington, however. It 
is for this reason that Salivato sought 
to establish a taxi business here. 

Selectman James Banda said that 
he thought the selectmen's approval 
of the license may have been an il- 
legal act. 

It was agreed that the most prudent 
course of action for the selectmen to 


take at this time would be to recon- 
sider the license application and sent 
it to the Town Counsel for a ruling. 

‘Another license application which 
created something of a stir was that 
of Charles Doncefe 

Doucette sought/a class two license 
for a used car dealership at his place 
of business, Charlie's Auto Body Shop 
on Main Street. 

He was told by selectmen that some 
years ago, Philip Buzzell, as Town 
Counsel, -had-established. a ruling 
which stated that, in order to obtain a 
class two license, a dealer must first 
hold a class one license for a new car 
dealership 

Doucette said he needed the license 
to operate his present business. 
Because of the new title laws, he said 
he was having difficulty purchasing 
used cars to use for parts. Besides, he 
said, granting him a used car license 
would “give the people of Wilmington 
an opportunity to buy from an in- 
dependent dealer.”” 

He said he thought it was an in- 
congruity that “Wwe have the largest 
used car dealer in the country in our 
town, but we have no independent 
used car dealer here." 

The selectmen could offer no solu- 
tion to Doucette’s dilemma, other 
than the established one of first ob- 
taining a new car dealer's license 


Student Chairman of the Board of 
Selectmen, Don Lombardi, was pre- 
sent at the meeting to deliver a for- 
mal recommendation from his board 
to the senior selectmen. 


Lombardi and his fellow student 
selectmen recommended that election 
of town officers, which according to 
the Charter is now the first item of 
business taken up at the Town 
Meeting, should be postponed until the 
Saturday following the completion of 
the Town Meeting. 

Lombatdi said he felt that this 
change would allow the incumbent 
selectmen, who had worked on Town 
Meeting articles the longest, the op- 
portunity to present them. Their ex- 
pertise, he intimated, would allow for 
amore knowledgeable presentation of 
the articles 

The selectmen did not agree entire- 
ly with Lombardi's conclusions. Roc- 
co DePasquale and John Imbimbo 
said they were in favor of the article, 
but only if it were worded to indicate 
that election would take place before 
the Town Meeting-and the new of- 
ficers not be sworn in until after the 
Town Meeting 

Banda favored an election in April 
and a town meeting in mid-May 

Aldo Caira, however, thought the 
problem could be solved by getting rid 
of the Town Meeting and substituting 
a different form of town government. 

“T have never been a great believer 
in the Town Meeting form of 
government,” he admitted. ‘Special 
interest groups can stack a Town 
Meeting and get whatever they 
want.” 

Lombardi's “proposed amendment 
would involve a Charter change, a 
two-year process which begins in a 
Town Meeting and winds up on the 


ballot the following year. 

Selectmen suggested that Lombardi 
bring the item up for discussion at the 
next Town Meeting to see how the 
townspeople feel about the issue. 

In other business, Barbara Hooper, 
chaiflady of the Community Schools 
Study Committee appeared before the 
selectmen to ask their permission to 
continue their study over the summer, 


At the March town meeting, voters 
rejected an article which would have 
provided a sum of money to-establish 
a Community Schools program in 
Wilmington. Hooper said she believed 
cone reason the article was rejected 
was because people didn’t understand 
how Community Schools work. She 
said her committee hoped to work on 
that problem during the summer and 
hold an open meeting in the fall to 
attempt to establish a Community 
Schools Council 

Caira told Hooper the selectmen 
could not prevent the committee from 
continuing its study, but added, “I 
think we should abide by the actions of 
the Town Meeting. 

Anne Linehan brought to the 
meeting a petition of more than 200 
names asking the selectmen to furnish 
“information regarding highly toxic 
and flammable materials” being 
transported through, and used within 
the town. 

Selectmen said'they would relay the 
petition to the Town Counsel and, if 
the request were within legal limits, 
would provide the information re- 
quested

: Launch counterattack on vandalism

Selectmen got an earful Monday 
night about the extent to whieh van- 
dalism is picking the Wilmington tax- 
payer's pocket. 

Appalled by staggering amounts of 
malicious damage reported by 
Superintendent of Schools Walter 
Pierce for the 1977-78 school year 
alone, they have given the green light 
to the School Committee to assemble 
a task force of administrators, police 
officers, school personnel and 
townspeople to study the problem and 
come up with some possible solutions. 

Ina lengthy report, Pierce detailed 
instances of theft and destruction of 
school property which have occurred 
since September, 1977 
Pierce said that the town has lost 
$7862 in audio visual equipment 
stolen. More than 100 windows were 
broken in various schools. An 
aquarium at the Shawsheen School 
was smashed twice. Doors, he said, 
have been broken, desks have been 
ransacked and fires have been set. 

One of the fires, he said, started 
April 20 in a crawl space at the Glen 
Road School, appeared to be a 
deliberate attempt to torch the 
building. Some damage was sustained 
to the wiring at the school, but for- 
tunately the heating system was not 
harmed. 

Among the larger and more expen- 
sive items stolen were: a snowblower, 
a portable organ, a microscope valued 
at more than $1,000, cassette 
recorders, color and black and white 
televisions, film projectors and fire 
extinguishers. 

According to Selectman Aldo Caira, 
of the $18,000 budgeted for repair of 
vandalised property, $11,000 has 
already been spent. . 

Jimmy Wallace, a student at the 
Shawsheen Elementary School, took 
the ‘analysis 4 step further. While 
making a study of Wilmington’s van- 
dalism problem, a special school pro- 


ject he participated in with three 
other students, Wallace interviewed 
Superintendent of Public Buildings 
and Grounds Roy McClanahan 
McClanahan, he said, estimated this 
year's project cost of vandalish (1977- 
78) at $40,000. 


Pierce said he was not only concern- 

ed about the break-ins and theft which 
plagued schools, but also about the 
more frequent drinking and littering 
of school yards with beer cans and 
broken bottles. It is pretty hard, he 
said, “When kindergarteners and first 
and second graders must come to 
school, see the schoolyard littered and 
think this is an acceptable way of 
life.” 

“As these evening beer parlors and 
conducted in various schools, I tend to 
think, break-ins occur on the same 
nights,”” said Pierce. 

Citing vandalism as ‘a mounting 
problem’ in Wilmington, Pierce said 
he thought this year was the worst 
yet. The three schools hardest hit, he 
said, were the Shawsheen, the West 
Intermediate and the Glen Road. 

“Parents,” he said, “need to be 
educated about the cost of van- 
dalism."” 

Because school buildings are not the 
only ones vandalised, Pierce stressed 
his belief that the problem was a com- 
munity one, not solely the respon- 
sibility of the School Department. 

John Brooks, Sehool Committee 
member, pointed out that only this 
past weekend vandals had chosen the 
public library as a target, smashing 
steel-reinforced windows on the 
library door. 

Pierce said that reports indicate 
that increased use of schools for even- 
ing activities tend to curtail instances 
of vandalism. 

“Those we use more, suffer less," 
he said, referring to the high schoot 
which suffered only one break-in, 
while some other schools had as many 


as six in the same period of time 

Pierce told selectmen that he had 
received fine cooperation from 
Superintendent Roy McClanahan and 
the men of the Department of 
Buildings and Grounds as well as 
from the Wilmington Police Depart- 
ment, which, he said, was responsible 
for excellent detective work resulting 
in the apprehension of vandals on a 
number of occasions. 

When a committee is chosen, some 
of the issues it will study are: in- 
vestigation of the alarm systems, the 
feasibility of staffing the buildings in 
the evening, insurance coverage 
available, bolstering internal security 
in selected schools, possible fencing of 
areas, increasing activities within 
schools during evening hours, and im- 
proving the lighting in school areas. 


Speaking for the School Committee, 
Pierce suggested that the task force 
should be comprised of town 
ministrators; school administrator 
school personnel; members of the 
maintenance, custodial and police 
departments and Parent Advisory 
Committee members. 

Youngsters concerned too 

Adults aren't the only ones concern- 
ed with the theft and destruction of 
public property. Participating in the 
discussion Monday night were four 
sixth grade students from the 
Shawsheen Elementary School who, 
with the guidance of their teachers, 
Thomas Mirasola and Claudia 
DuFresne, have been studying the 
problem for the past three and a half 
months. 

‘After interviewing a number of 
town officials, Christine Berry, 
Courtney Rando, Kevin Cullivan and 
Jimmy Wallace made an official 
report of their findings to the 
selectmen, specifying a number of ac- 
tions they felt would help to curb van- 
dalism. 


Christine Berry, speaking clearly 
and confidently, told the selectmen 
that she believed that offenders 
should be made to make restitution. 
“Roughly 1000 windows are broken 
per year,” she said. 

She also advocated a ‘school pride 
and awareness program'’ which 
provided rewards for well-kept 
schools. 

Courtney Rando said she thought a 
regularly published newsletter infor- 
ming taxpayers of the monthly or 
quarterly costs of vandalism would do 
much to curtail the problema. 

Kevin Cullivan suggested that early 
arrival of students at school should be 
discouraged because there are few 
people there to monitor their ac- 
tivities, He also thought signs and dis- 
plays should be placed higher on the 
walls ‘‘where they would not be 
wrecked." 

Jimmy Wallace said he had talked 
to State Representative James Miceli 
about the Shea Bill which would re- 
quire the names of offenders to be 
published in local. newspapers. He 
‘said Miceli told him he was in favor of 
the bill if it specified juvenile’s names 
be published after the second or third 
offense, but felt that publishing a 
youngster’s name after a first offense 
was a little too severe. 

To obtain material for their report, 
the youngsters had talked with Police 
Chief Paul Lynch, Superintendent of 
Public Buildings and Grounds Roy 
McClanahan, Shawsheen School Prin- 
cipal Dr. Twomey, State Represen- 
tative James Miceli and School Com- 
mittee Member John Brooks. 

Their project was the outgrowth of 
a graduate course taken by. their 
teachers,called “Gifted and Talented 
Children.” DuFresne and Mirasola, 
their teachers sought to provide the 
students with a real challenge to learn
